- Ald. Butti 


The city desperately 
needs another roadway to 
cross the tracks between 
127 St. and 97 St., Alder- 
man Olivia Butti told the 
Examiner Wednesday. 

Ald. Butti has been 
pressing for more study in- 
to the feasibility of con- 
structing an underpass at 
about 107 St. 

According to Ald. Butti, 
plans to build an overpass 
were initiated in 1962, but 
studies proved the idea un- 
wise, as 107 St. is directly 
in line with the low flight 


path to. the Edmonton In-__ city’ 


dustrial Airport. 

In-addition, at that time 
cost projections on the pro- 
ject were in the $7 to $8 
million range, and council 
was reluctant to make such 
a large expenditure. 
However, Ald. Butti 
pointed out, “those 
estimates are now up to 
$36 million, and the longer 
we delay, the more it’s go- 
ing to cost.” 

Ald. Butti said the city 
now has federal funding 
for grade separation 
available as well as some 
provincial assistance in 
terms of traffic lighting, 
which should be taken ad- 
vantage of. 

“Traffic in north Edmon- 


ton area has increased so 
drastically,” she said. For 
instance, the situation in 
Castledowns is becoming 
critical, and if the city 
wants to continue 
developments which will 
attract population in- 
creases, “there should be 
some kind of access for 
these people.” 

At the last council 
meeting, Ald. Butti suc- 
cessfully proposed an 
amendment which will see 
consideration of a 107 St. 
underpass included in the 


's priorities. — ge 
“It's a start,” she said, 
“but I'll keep on pressing.” 

Throughout her two 
terms in office, Ald. Butti 
said she has attended 
numerous north end 
citizen’s meetings, and the 
overwhelming concern ex- 
pressed by all residents has 
been the problem of access 
to other parts of the city 
across CN tracks. 

“We really need that ex- 
tra cut between 97 St. and 
127 St.,” she said. 

She also suggested since 
the tracks causing the pro- 
blem belong to the federal 
government, maybe that 
body should be doing

13-year-old 
arrested on four 
counts of arson 


City Police have arrested 
a 13 year old Edmonton 
boy on four counts for ar- 
son in the north end. 

According to police, the 
boy was apprehended in 
the Woolco store at Lon- 
donderry Mall when he 
tripped an alarm while set- 
ting a fire, at 5:45 a.m. 
Sunday. Estimated 
damage to the store was 
$80,000, primarily due to 
smoke and water. 

Police say the youth was 
also responsible for a July 
31 fire at 12828 68 St., 
and two fires last week at 


an apartment building at 
12426 66-St. The last 
apartment fire, which took 
place, August 15, caused 
16 people to-be evacuated 
from the building, and four 
people were sent to 
hospital suffering from 
smoke inhalation and 
bruises. Also, $50,000 
damage was caused in 
thatfire. 

According to 
Superintendent Ww. 
Stewart, “it would appear 
that this youth would 
benefit from medical 
treatment.” 
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Trailer court residents upset

Some residents of Cas- 
tledowns have also ob- 
jected to development of a 
mobile home park, but a 
meeting with city de- 
signers has allayed their 
fears to some extent, Mr.

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Parkland Nursing Home Strike 


The Parkland Nursing 
Home strike is in its 18th 
month. Over such a long 
period of time, its often 
difficult for the average 
reader to keep a perspec- 
tive on events that have 
occurred, and their place 
in the overall picture of 
such a monumental 
gesture. 

Examiner editor Gwen 
Dambrofsky has prepared 
a series of articles dealing 
not only with the chron- 
ology of events, but with 
attitudes and people in- 
fluencing them. 

This, the first of the 
articles, deals with the 
beginning of the strike, 
and the domino-like 
events which followed. 

Although it was not 
know at the time, the 
catalyst in the Parkland 
Nursing Home strike, in- 
volving 63 attendents and 
housekeeping staff, was 
certification of CUPE 
Local 41 in June of 1976. 

Later, in arch of the 
following year, a strike 
was called over ‘‘inability 
to reach a contract settle- 
ment.’’ Union representa- 


tive Bill Petrie charged

without any intent of 
actually trying to reach a 
contract. CUPE members 
at the nursing home 
wanted wage parity with 
their counterparts in Park- 
land Nursing Homes lo- 
cated in Lethbridge, Ft. 
MacLeod and Calgary. 
Edmonton staffers were 
making $1 per hour less 
than workers in the other 
centers. 

CUPE demanded its 
membrs be given a salary 
increase to the $4.32 per 
hour range, retroactive to 
July, 1976. Management 
responded by offering 
$4.25 per hour from April 
1 to Dec. 31, and only 
$3.95 from January, 1977 
on. 

What seemed like a 
bargaining table clash 
soon became more visible 
to Edmonton residents. 
On the weekend of March 
19, two scuffles developed 
between picketers and 
scab laborers hired by 
Parkland administrator 
Bill Schwann. No one was 
injured, and no charges 
were laid, but the incident 
set the scene for the 
months ahead. 

At the six week stage, 
management successfully 
sought a court injuction 
limiting the number of 
Picketers at any one time 
to six (two at the back, 
and four at the front), as 
well as limiting _ their 
picket line to the sidewalk 
on the opposite side of the 
street from the 120 bed 
home. Two picketers were 
subsequently ordered off 


the line by Mr. Justice 
D.C. McDonald. Parkland 
administration attempted 
to have the court ban all 
picketing, but that bid re- 
mained unsuccessful. 

Media began to pick up 
on the visual impact of the 
strike, and Edmonton res- 
idents soon began to 
welcome picketers armed 
with baseball bats into the 
sanctuary of their living 
rooms. 

The following month, 
October, provincial labor 
minister Neil Crawford 
appointed a mediator to 
try ironing out what 
seemed like insurmoun- 
table differences. Eric S. 
Lefsrud assumed the role 
of fifth business. 

CUPE cried to whoever 
would listen about Park- 
land administration’s re- 
luctance to return to the 
bargaining table. Craw- 
ford heard the cries, and 
authorized the prosecu- 
tion of Nursing Home 
management for ‘‘failure 
to bargain in good faith’’, 
but the charge never 
went forward. The public 
was informed Parkland 
Nursing Homes is owned 
by Dr. Charles Allard (40 
per cent), Lawrence Col- 
lins of Victoria (25 per 
cent), Allan Graham of 
Calgary (25 per cent), and 
Jim Elliot of Yakima, 
Washington. 

In November, the issue 
became highly emotional 
when management re- 
fused to let strikers give 
residents of the Nursing 
Home, Christmas pres- 
ents. CUPE foiled the plot 
by having the gifts wrap-

As a New Year’s pres- 
ent, strikers prepared to 
defy the court injuction 
restricting their picketing 
activites. On the 18th, the 
threats were carried out, 
and the Nursing Home 
responded by planning to 
bring contempt of court 
charges against CUPE

and the participants. 
What started out with 40 
strikers defying the courts 
soon blossomed into 150 
people, as the Alberta 
Labor supporters backed 
up their compatriots. 
That same day, Alberta 
Federation of Labor pres- 
ident Harry Kostiuk, 
called on 700 visiting 
delegates to join the strike 
lines. Only 400 showed

up, but it prompted the 
New Democratic Party of 
Alberta to throw its sup- 
port behind the strikers’ 
cause. 

For the strikers, Jan- 
uary 1978 came to a close 
with the Parkland admini- 
stration pressing con- 
tempt charges against 19 
individuals. But the fun 
had only just begun.

If only you could believe everything you read in 
Edmonton report. 

Last week I picked up a copy and was surprised to 
find that the West Edmonton Examiner is expected to 
make $400,000 in ‘‘before taxes profit’ over the next 
year. 

As a matter of fact, according to the prominently laid 
out article on page 3 of Edmonton Report, profits were 
“rolling in’’ and two Examiner weekly newspapers had 
become quite the ‘‘winfall’’ for entrepreneur publisher 
Randy Lennon. 

The article, entitled “‘Examiner, Gold in the 
Weeklies’, told of how this young well dressed 
publisher had ‘“‘cultivated the image of ar older, 
successful businessman’’ by wearing ‘‘well tailored 
three piece suits and large, severely framed glasses’’. 

This modern day Bill Comrie of the weekly 
newspaper business had started a ‘‘Son of Examiner’’ 
appropriately named, ‘‘The North Edmonton 
Examiner”’ and it had all started with a ‘‘very small 
investment” two years ago in the purchase of the 
Spruce Grove Examiner. 

The Examiner publications were subtly portrayed as 
little more than advertising flyers, sprinkled with the 
odd ‘‘news’’ story about advertising businesses. ‘‘Mr. 
Lennon is more concerned with profits,’’ states the 
article, not mentioning one word about a full and part 
time news and photography staff of eight, plus 
contributors and columnists in a small chain of 
newspapers that has won recognition in newspaper 
competitions at the provincial and most recently, the 
national level. 

The article was basically a hatchet job’ on myself and 
my newspapers, which I guess is the chance you take in 
talking to what has become one of the least respected 
members of the news media in Edmonton, Edmonton 
Report. 

But when the whole article is built around a figure of 
projected profits that is completely fabricated from the 
apparently fertile imagination of the reporter involved,

a rather humorous fairy tale about Grove Publishing 
Ltd. turns into a potentially damaging defamation of 


character. : 
I was told by an apologetic ‘‘executive editor’’ of 


Edmonton Report that a retraction would be printed 
this week on page 3, explaining that the $400,000 figure 
for projected profits is in fact grossly incorrect. Well, 
that apology has been printed in this week’s edition. It 
came to appear in the article after the ‘‘reporter’’ 
involved had apparently multiplied out my estimation 
of our total weekly advertising revenues over the next 
year and magically turned ‘‘total gross revenue’”’ into 
“before taxes profit’? needless to say, quite a feat on 
his part. 


Of course, if only w didn’t have to pay for printing, 
distribution, office space, phones, lights insurance, 
wages, office supplies, photography supplies, paste- 
up, color separations, sales commissions, mailing, bad 
debt collection, promotion and advertising, etc., etc., 
etc., I would indeed be a very rich man. Unfortunatlely, 
the “‘reporter'’ involved in this story could only 
visualize the incoming side of the leger, or at least 
chose to ignore all expenses involved in publishing a 
weekly newspaper. 


He also chose to ignore between 40 and 50 per cent 
news and photography content in two copies of the 
West Edmonton Examiner that he was handed in my 
office, and instead mentioned an advertising feature 
written about a new business opened in the west end. 
He pointed to the feature as ‘‘the problem with a 
newspaper totally dependent on advertising 
revenues’’, Neither our readers nor myself view 
advertising features as a problem, and neither does 
practically every major daily or weekly newspaper in 
Canada — it’s very much an accepted part of the 
newspaper business. 


I've been reading the Edmonton Report off and on 
since its inception and always found it to be interesting. 
But often interest is too easily and unfairly ‘‘created"’ 
by hearing only what you want to hear, seeing only 
what you want to see, and slanting almost every 
supposed ‘‘news”’ story or feature with your own biases 
and beliefs, whatever they may be. Combine this 
constant moralizing and editorializing hidden in the 
format of a news magazine with.an unusual number of 
outright errors on the part of an inexperienced, 
apparently unsupervised editorial staff, and you come 
out with a magazine that can’t possibly impress over 
the long term.

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very hard law to enforce. Literally the police will have to 
stop you and grab hold of the belt and tug it, to make 
sure you are not sitting there with it just draped over 
you and not done up. I'm surprised no one has 
suggested that motor bikes be banned. We read about 
all sorts of terrible accidents that happen to motor 
cyclists.

come through a period of history in which the main 
philosophy of child rearing followed a ‘‘hands off’’ 
policy. It was believed that punishing a child by 
spanking, or by restricting their -freedom was bad, 
because it might inhibit their personality. ‘‘Just let 
them express their feelings....let them do as they 
please’’ was the theme. What did that really 
accomplish? We managed to raise a generation of 
spoiled, ungrateful, disobedient and undisciplined 
children who are now finding it difficult to accept 
responsiblitites at work and in their social rela- 
tionships. The Bible does make it quite clear that when 
God entrusts your home with a child, He expects you to 
raise that child by God’s standard of morality. This may 
involve discipline and punishment at times. Proverbs 
13:24 states ‘‘He that spareth his rod hateth his son; 
but he that loveth him chasteneth him betimes.” 
Despite the archaic language, this love, will build 
character, while lack of discipline and guidance would 
indicate that a parent really does not care about the 
character of the child. My recommendation to you 
would be: do yourself and your children a favor. Start 
setting some limits and help your children understand 
that life isn’t all froth and fun. You might also want to 
talk to your neighbor and try to understand the basis of 
his discipline, rather than simply writing him off as a 
religious nut or a hypocrite. 


Dear C.L.: 

Yes, the churches do have some responsibility in 
trying to help people, just as all of us have to help our 
fellow men. However, most churches are not set up to 
provide financial help, and in most cases they are not in 
a position to assess the real problems. Let’s face it, 
there are just too many people trying to use the church 
for a soft touch. You wouldn’t believe some of the 
stories_I have been told from people who wanted to get 
some money from me. It doesn’t take too many such 
experiences before a pastor becomes more cautious. 
We do have excellent agencies dealing with such aid, 
they are specially trained and equipped to handle your 
kind of problem. Try the “‘Social Services’’ branch in 
your community.

Clint Budd, erstwhile president of the South 
Clareview Community League, dropped into my office 
for a little chat Wednesday. Clint said he’d read my 
story on the “‘bus only’”’ lanes in Clareview in the 
previous week’s paper, and felt I had been lead down 
the garden path by both transit officials and police. 

The story was about problems being encountered in 
Clareview with residents driving through the ‘‘bus 
only’’ lanes. According to transit officials, automatic 
barrieres are to be installed this coming fall, and 
according to police, although there has been no official 
directive to this effect, some individual members are 
taking it upon themselves to patrol the lanes. 

Clint told me he was very familiar with the situation 
from his dealings with the transportations and planning 
departments of the city, and that I had not been told the 
whole story. (Incidentally, Clint has given notice of his 
resignation as president of the South Clareview 
Community League, largely due to the split in the area 
over the issue. Seems there are two factions — 

‘residents”’ of the area who don’t like maniac motorists 

roaring through the bus only zones, and ‘‘motorists’’ 
who don’t like taking very lengthy detours around their 
favorite shortcut. Clint is a ‘‘resident’’, and felt by 
taking a stand he would jeopardize his functiorm as 
president.) 

What city officials had failed to point out, according 
to Clint, is that the bus only routes had originally been 
used as temporary detours while road work was being 
done on 137 Ave. out in the east end. By the time 
alternate detours were established, people in the area 
had become so accustomed to using the bus only routes 
that even construction workers travelling to the 137 
Ave. project still used them.

Clint also claims the real reason people speed so 
badly through the bus only zones is because they know 
they won't be caught by the police, as ‘‘they haven’t 
patrolled out here since near the end of May.” 

Bus drivers that Clint says he’s talked to would 
prefer the bus only lanes being eliminated in Clareview 
and the roads widened instead, making them public 
roads. 

But don’t get me wrong, Clint insisted, ‘‘if I had a 
choice between not having buses in Clareview, and the 
bus only lanes — I'd take the bus only lanes." 

As a matter of fact, Clint said he’s all for the idea of 
the automatic barriers, because he lives only a couple of 
blocks away, and doesn’t like cars roaring through 
there any more than the next guy. It’s just that the bus 
only routes in Clareview are ‘‘a design failure’’ on the 
part of the city’s planning department, he feels. 

Incidentally, Clint raised an excellent question, just 
off the cuff, as to the potential difficulty work crews 
could have in clearing bus only lanes of snow once the 
automatic barriers are installed. 

So, on one hand we have city officials trying to clean 
up a potentially volatile situation, (keep in mind there is 
a school by one of those bus lanes, and the odds of some 
maniac driver eventually killing some little girl or boy 
are pretty good), and on the other hand, city officials 
admit that delays on Victoria Trail construction are 
causing fairly serious transportation problems out in 
Clareview. 

Does the whole thing boil down to initial bad 
planning? These problems have never occurred in other 
areas of the city, I’m told, where bus only lanes seem to 
operate smoothly. However, the fact there are 
problems indicates to me somebody must have screwed 
up somewhere. If city officials and the police 
department aren’t telling the whole story, as Clint 
claims, they are guiltiy of bad judgement.

The art of belly dancing 
Cecile explained, origi- 
nated centuries ago in 
Lebanon, where women 
would dance in the street 


for a living. If the per- 
formance was good, spec- 
tators would toss coins at 
her. Each coin was then 
sewed onto the bra or 
girdle of her costume. The 
number of coins on a 
woman’s costume indica- 
ted her skill. 

However, if the woman 
ever collected enough 
coins to pass for a dowry, 
she would turn her cos- 
tume over to her husband, 
and never dance again. 


The colorful costume of 
a modern-day belly dan- 
cer substitutes large 
amounts of jewellrey for 
coins. However, rather 
than gauging a dancer’s 
talent by the amount of 
junk jewellrey, the bau- 


bles actually serve a more 
utilitarian purpose by al- 
lowing the dancer to be 
better able to gauge her 
movements, therefore 
making it easier for her to 
improve. 

In addition, the noise 
created by the jewellrey 
gives the dancer an audi- 
ble indicator of her move- 
ments. 

Belly dancing is not re- 
stricted to 25 year old 
women with fantastic 
bodies, either. Although 
the trend has not surfaced 
in Canada, belly dancing 
magazines do feature men 
in samurai-type costumes 
doing a more masculine 
version of the dance. 

For overweight women, 
the movements and re- 


gime are a pleasant form 
of exercise, and Cecile 
said she has had students 
ranging from age 6 to 75. 

Cecile wasn’t born to 
the art, but first became 
interested when a friend 
asked her to come along to 
a social dance course at a 
south end school. The 


course was cancelled, and 
Cecile and her friend 
enrolled in the belly dan- 
cing course ‘‘because we 
had nothing better to do.”’

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Bike routes-- take you where you’re going

Participaction aside, 
the trend toward fitness 
has been largely reflected 
for the last few years in 
the ever-increasing popu- 
larity of bicycling. In 
north Edmonton, the sight 
of a pack-sack laden 
cyclist weaving his way 
through treacherous traf- 
fic is not uncommon 
Thanks to a program in- 
itiated by the city’s 
transportation and plan- 
ning department, cyclists 
can now pursue their path 
to fitness along over 70 
miles of bicycle paths 
within the city. 

Rick Davis and Frank 
Zaprawa of transportation 
and planning have been 


spearheading the pro- 
gram, Rick since its 
inception. 


The demand for bicycle 


facilities first came to the 
foreground in Edmonton 
during the fall of 1973. 
Individual citizens and 
action groups within the 
city began to speak out for 
the rights of cyclists and 
the need for cycling 
facilities. City depart- 
ments began taking in- 
ventory of bicycle fa- 
cilities across North 
America. For example, 
the city’s 1975 civic 
census indicated there 
were 130,299 bicycles in 
the city, or approximately 
one bicycle for every 3.4 
persons. Those figures 
totalled an increase of 
over 10 per cent since 
1973. 

At the same time the 
engineering and _trans- 
portation department was 
preparing a general bike- 
way policy, the 113 
Street-University bikeway

was implemented as an 
experimental project. 
After its success became 
apparent, a group of 
students and teachers at 
M.E. LaZerte high school 
in the Londonderry area 
submitted their plan for a 
north-east bike route. 
Transportation depart- 
ment took the plan, and 
modified it as another 
experimental project. The 
intent of the experiment 
was to guage whether 
most people used the 
bikeways for purely rec- 
reational purposes, or 
bikeways served a_ pri- 


marily commuter func- 
tion. 
Recently, the city de- 


termined commuter bike- 
ways are more widely 
used, and as a result, the 
city plans to again modify 
the north-east bike route 
back to nearly its original 


concept. 
Mr. Davis explained to 
the Examiner although 


the experiment seems like 
a disaster, it was actually 
quite successful in that 
‘“‘we found out why people 
use the bike paths.” 

Next on _ transporta- 
tion’s priority list is 
development of a path 
through Castledowns, de- 
pending on whether suf- 
ficient funds are allocated 
in this year’s Local Im- 
provement budget. 

There are three types of 
bikepaths in the city, 
ranging from Class 1 to 
Class 3. The first is des- 
cribed in a transportation 


pamphlet as ‘‘an exclu- 
sive path in its own 
right-of-way specifically 


designed for bicycles, and 
located in areas where it is 
possible to prohibit motor 
vehicle traffic. This type 
of bikeway can be pro- 
vided within rights-of way 
of existing roads if space 
permits, as well as 
through parks and rec- 
reation areas.”’ 

Class 2 designates bike 
paths along a physically 
distinct restricted portion 
of an existing roadway 
designed for the exclusive 
or semi-exclusive use of 
bicycles. That separation 
is achieved by either a 
“bikes only”’ lane painted 
on the street, or by 
providing a physical bar- 


rier separating the differ- 
ent modes of transpor- 
tation. 

Class 3 are the most 
common throughout the 


city. These are routes 
accompanied by the blue 
““bicyclist’’ sign, where 


bikes share the roadway 
with other types of traffic. 
This type does not provide 
bicyclists with increased 
road priveleges, rather it 
informs cyclists of a safer 
cycling route. 

Other paths in north 
Edmonton include a Class 
1 route in Capital City 
Park which leads to the 
high level bridge, a 
Griesbach which will 
soon benefit from some 
additional landscaping, 
and the proposed 
Castledowns route, which 
will also be Class 1. 

As a mark of the pro- 
gram's popularity, it has 
generally received 
$250,000 a year since 1975 
in the budget. As Mr. 
Zaprawa pointed out, the 
concept of planning for 
bike paths has become 
“‘an integral part of our 
planning program.”’ 

Mr. Davis, along with 
co-ordinating the bike 
paths project, is also an 
avid user, and rides his 
bike to work fairly regu- 
larly. He feels bike riding 
is currently ‘‘in vogue”’ 
which may account for 
part of the program’s 
success. As a measure of 
the practicality of bike 
commuting, he says it 
takes him about half an 
hour to get from his 
residence near 137 Ave. to
